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Sheriff officials 
suspect arson 
caused three 
fires on Aug. 


Arson is the suspected cause of a 
series of three small forest fires in the 
western portion of Crawford County, 
according to sheriff department 
officials. 

The fires were reported toCrawford 
County Central Dispatch at 
approximately 6 p.m. on Tuesday, 
Aug. 16. Fire units from the Grayling 
City/Township Fire Department, 
Frederic Township Fire Department 
and the Grayling Department of 
Natural Resources field office 
responded to the scene just north of 
Howes Lake in Frederic Township. 

“There were three different fires 
that burned a total of about 10 acres,” 
said Detective Richard Mcyer. “It’s 
so green, the fires didn’t even get into 
the trees. I’m thankful we’ve had so 
much rain.” 

Meyer said there were no National 
Guard troops training in the area at the 
time, so he suspects the fires were 
purposely set. 

The fires will remain under 
investigation. Meyerasks anyone with

Two injured 
in roll-over 
accident 


Two persons were transported to 
area hospitals following a single 
vehicle rollover accident on County 
Road 612, east of Manistee River Road, 
according to Sherif€ David Lovely.

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‘The AuSable Manistee Action 
Committee (AMAC) has fired a sec- 
ond shot in its efforts to block a pro- 
posed $8.5-million multi-purpose 
range complex at the Camp Grayling 
National Guard Training Facility. 

On Friday, legal council for AMAC 
filed a request for a temporary re- 
straining order and preliminary in- 
junction, The motion is set to be heard 
in the U.S. District Court in Lansing 
on Sept. 22 by Judge David McKeague. 

AMAC filed a lawsuit in July re- 
questing an injunction to stop the 
building of the proposed range com- 
plex until an updated Environmental 
Impact Statement (EIS) is completed, 
and until National Environmental 
Policy Act requirements have been 
met. 

“They were planning to accept bids 
and enter into contracts as of Aug. 
24,” said Bill Mallory, AMAC secre- 
tary and treasurer. “We felt it would 
cause ureparable harm if they were 
allowed to proceed before the lawsuit 
is heard.

“If they were allowed to proceed, 
we would have lost out on an Opportu- 
nity to affect the outcome,” he added. 

“They don’t want us to let out any 
contracts,” said Staff Judge Advocate, 
Maj. Noie Colbert. “It depends on 
what the court says.” 

Awarding of any contracts relating 
to the $8.5-million project is on hold 
until the hearing on Sept. 22, accord- 
ing to Colbert. Construction, if ap- 
proved, is slated to begin in April of 
1995. 

The Final EIS was released by the 
state Department of Military Affairs 
(DMA) in June, with the first draft 
originally having been issued in 1989. 
DMA officials have siated that out of 
the 20 projects outlined in the first 
draft of the EIS, only three remain, 
including the multi-purpose range 
complex. 

The Final EIS is available at the 
Crawford County Library and at the 
Camp Grayling Headquarters office.

Officials look toward master 
plan to help plan for growth

Land use and economic growth in 
Crawford County were the topics of 
discussion atarecent meeting of county 
and municipal planners and economic 
development organizations. 

The meeting, sponsored by the 
Crawford County Planning 
Commission and county board of 
commissioners, has as tts goal a 
county-wide master plan of economic 
development utilizing the available 
land and natural resources of the 
county. 

Commissioner Robert Smock Jr., 
moderator of the meeting, satd the 
economic development problem of 
Crawford County is that 78-percent of 
the land area is owned by the State of 
Michigan. 

“That has had a tremendous effect 
on county growth, housing and 
employment,” Smock said. “We need 
to begin the process of developing a 
master plan for economic 
development. It is hoped, with that 
plan, the state will work with us to 
develop the necessary land resources 
for balanced and continued growth.” 

Joining the discussion were 
members of the Crawford County 
Planning Commission, Grayling 
Township Planning Commission, 
township supervisors from Grayling, 
Lovells and Beaver Creck townships, 


and the Grayling Regional Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Dr. Robert Hotaling, Steve Thomas 
and Don Hamilton of Hotaling and 
Associates, an association of 
professional planning consultants 
which had previously done the county- 
wide zoning plan currently in effect in 
Crawford County, were introduced to 
the group to explain the process 
necessary to devclop a county-wide 
master plan. 

Thomas and Hamilton explained 
the process of developing a master 
plan for land use and an economic 
resource analysis that would be 
integrated into an overall economic 
development master plan. 

“The economic policies, driven by 
the analyses, will be guided by the 
natural resource studies, existing land 
use inventory, the trends deduced for 
the county, as well as the vision and 
other goals developed by the county 
planning and economic development 
commissions,” Hotaling said. 

“The implementation strategies,” 
he said, “should be prepared by the 
commission to carry out specific 
projects and programs, with means 
provided for evaluation and 
readjustment. The goal is to establish 
overall community economic vitality, 
through ume, and the need for the 
county to be able to adapt to changing

IVS ALMOST TIME for scrious 
watchers of political campaigns to start 
paying attention to what’s going on in 
Michigan. 

Now that the hard-fought serics of 
primaries is past, and it’s only acouple 
of months until the Nov. 8 election, 
politics is getting serious, 

Republican Gov. John Engler and 
Democrat Howard Wolpe have both 
come out slugging, almost before 
voting machines used in the Aug. 2 
primary were cleared. 

Technically, it’s not the governor 
who is blasting Mr. Wolpe in campaign 
ads as a tax-and-spend liberal. It’s the 
Michigan Republican Party. 

Technically, it’s not Candidate 
Wolpe whois blasting Mr. Engler asa 
tax-raising and service-cutting fraud. 
It’s the Michigan Democratic Party. 

Paying for ads like these is just part 
of the sham of campaign finance 
reform that limits campaign spending 
by candidates in return for public funds. 
The ads so far don’t count against the 
candidates’ spending limits, and thus 
don’t count in figuring the public 
money formula. 

The whole thing borders on the 
ridiculous.

IN SPEECHES and press 
conferences, both major candidates 
for governor have done a pretty good 
job of skewering each other — which 
is to be expected, and which will 
continue until November. 

To make campaign watching more 
meaningful and more tolerable, here 
are a few suggestions, which should 
fitnotonly the campaign for governor, 
but also most other campaigns for 
anything:

Everyone needs a little helo sometimes 


Everyone necds a litle help once in 
awhile, ‘The help could be from a 
friend or co-worker, from a bank or 
credit union, And sonictimes the help 
could even come from Supplemental 
Securily [ncome (SSI).

Ifyou are 
confronted by any of these 
circumstances, or similar ones, you 
should explore the availability of SS] 
benefits. 

SSt pays monthly checks to 
individuals who are 65 or older, of 
blind, or have a disability and don’t 
own much or have a lot of income. 
Monthly checks can also goto disabled 
and blind children. [faperson qualifies 
for SSI, he or she may also be able to 
get Medicaid, food stamps, or other 


social services. 


To qualify for SSJ, you, your family 
members, or individuals you care for, 
dom’ t need to be destitute. You may 
work, own a car or home, or attend 
college. Generally, if the applicant 
lives in the household of another, the 
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Custom Business Forms 
available at the AVALANCHE 


basic SST benefit is reduced as much 
as one-third,

allow youto qualify forSSJ, youshould 
be aware that under SSI, notall income

The apostle Peter says, “...add to 
your faith virtue...” (2PE 1:5). To 
question the virtue of someone is often 
condemned as being judgmental. For 
example, some of the antonyins for 
virtue are: dishonesty, dishonor, evil, 
immorality, impurity, inability, 
incapacity, misconduct, vice, and 
vinilence. Using such terms todescribe 
another is not considered “politically 
correct.” The use of such terms ts 
often publicly censored while terms 
promoting vice, immorality, and evil 
are being defended as First 
Amendment rights. 

When speaking of chastity, virtue is 
often identified with virginity, purity 
or decency. When speaking of quality 
itis an assct, attribute, merit, distinction 
or excellence. Other synonyms 
commonly used to describe virtue are 
morality, goodness, integrity, 
uprightness, justice, probity, rectitude, 
and prudence,

Labor Day could cap 
safest summer season 


Michigan could achieve one of its 
safest summer holiday scasons on 
record if traffic fatalities during Labor 
Day weekend follow the pattern set on 
Memorial Day and July Fourth, 
according to AAA Michigan. 

“Preliminary numbers show a total 
of 23 highway fatalities for the 
combined 1994 Memorial Day (10) 
and July Fourth (13) holiday weekends, 
which is the lowest in 32 years,” said 
AAA Michigan Community Safety 
Services Manager Jerry Basch. “Ifthe 
trend continues through Labor Day, 
Michigan can claim one of its best- 
ever traffic safety records for the 
summer holidays.” ° 

Basch said the sharp decline in 
summer holiday traffic fatalities 
actually began last Labor Day 
weekend. 

“Although long-term trends show 
that the highest number of summer 
holiday traffic deaths usually occur 
during Labor Day weekend, 1993 was 
the exception,” he said. “Last year, 
seven persons were killed in seven 
crashes on state roads, down from 19 
in 1992 and the lowest number 
recorded for any Labor Day holiday 
since 1957,” he said. 

Alcohol was a factor in three of last 
year’s Labor Day crashes and five of 
the seven victims were not wearing 
safety bells.

Engler increases revenue sharing 
payments for Crawford County 


Governor Jotin Engler announced 
that Michigan’ scounties, cities, towns 
and villages will receive a one-time 
bonus payment of $10 million for the 
current fiscal year, bringing the state’s 
revenue sharing payments up to $1.1 
billion for Fiscal Year 1994 (FY94) — 
an increase of 7.5 percent since Fiscal 
Year 1990 (FY90). 

For Crawford County, it means an 
increase of 38.8 percent, or $283,485, 
for the county coffers since FY90. 
This increase is in addition to already 
increased revenue sharing payment 
for FY94 and is in stark contrast to all 
other state spending, which has 
increased only 2 percent since FY90, 

Thanks to Michigan’s thriving 
economy, local governments will 
benefit again next year, with revenue 
sharing payments going up another 
5.3 percent, or $59.1 million, over 
FY94, The new revenue sharing 
estimate forFY95 is 9.2 percent greater 
than what was available under the 
initial appropriation for FY94, totalling 
$1.164 billion, an increase of $13.3 
percent since FY90, 

Engler attributed the revenue sharing 
increases to the state’s strong, sound 
fiscal management, including 11 tax 
cuts, property tax reform and 
significant deposits into the state’s 
Rainy Day Fund, which have also 
resulted in Michigan’s booming 
economy and the lowest 
unemployment rate in 20 years. 

“This considerable increase in 
revenue sharing payments for local 
governments is just another example 
of how all Michigan taxpayers are 
benefiting from the sound fiscal 
politics we've been practicing for 
nearly four years,” said Engler. “And 
here are some of the results: More 
people working in Michigan than ever 
befGre, with growth inouremployment 
rate more than doubling the U.S. 
average, and our unemployment rate 
consistently below the national average 
for the first time in two decades. 

“When I first entered office, we all 


allowing us to cut over $1 billion in
